INTBODUCTTQN. 


The Government Agricultural Station, Coimbatore 


with the only Agricultural Research Institute of the 
Province situated within its precints has been a very\ 
important insect collecting ground for over two decades; 
it has been particularly so ever since the starting of 
the College in the year 1908. From within its bounda¬ 
ries and from fields and gardens in its vicinity, a 
large number of insects has been collected. Though 
this large accumulation of insects in the institute is 
not representative of the insect fauna of the Coimbatore 
area alone, since it includes several lots of insects 
collected by the Entomological staff from different 
parts of the Province for the past many years, the 
central agricultural station with the Agricultural 
College campus has been the one tract where intensive 
collections have been going on for a very long time. 


While it cannot be denied that such a represen¬ 
tative collection of |outh Indian insects will be‘of great 
use in it® own way for future workers on Indian Entomology, 
it must be admitted that the usefulness of such a collec¬ 
tion will be considerably enhanced, if, side by side vfith 
it, there exists a properly classified and correctly •’] 
identified list of at least some of the more important 
and commoner fd>rms included in this vast collection. ) | 

As one connected with the college ever since its inception j 
in 1908 and having made his humble contributions towards 


the formation of this collection, it has been. t> 
author's idea for sometime past to do sc- ’ 
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this direction. Though he hajs published a few All-India 
lists of a few insect groups in which he has been specia¬ 
lising, no faunal lists of special local tract's have been 
attempted till now. It is now found that there is a 
real need for such a list especially from .the point of 
view of students and the young recruits to the Entomolo¬ 
gical section who have to be constantly helped in the 
identification of the common local insects - not to 
speak of the officers of the Agricultural Department or 
other naturalists who may be interested in local insects. 

As teachers, the authors have felt the need for such a 
list all the more since almost every day they have to 
answer the queries of students regarding various insects ■% 
collected by them during their field excursions. With 
these views the idea of preparing an annotated list of 
the local insects was conceived about three years ago 
and this paper is an attempt to present an annotated 1 

list of the insect fauna of the Coimbatore area so far 
known, which, in spite of its various short comings, ma: 
form a nucleus for further and more substantial work in 
this direction. It is generally accepted by Entomolo¬ 
gists all over the world that ’•materials and data accu¬ 
mulated in faunistic studies are of great value in 
teaching” and since some of usj^ are engaged not only 
with the work of investigation of economic forms but 
also with the more essential duty of teaching, such local 
lists will be extremely useful. For, in teaching, m 
can utilise the 2data, records and materials from such 

t 

lists to help in opening the eyes, minds and conceptions, 
the imagination-and understandings of the budding Ento¬ 
mologists”; this rich heritage of information which we 
have to pass on to them, has come from the systematic 
entomologist.

It has absolutely no pretensions to 
he complete, for, not only has it not been possible to 
get all the insect collections properly identified but a 
good many more insects, especially of the smaller groups 
inhabiting the tract await discovery and determination. 
As a first attempt in this line numerous short comings 
are inevitable; as already stated, ho\*ever, the list is 
intended just to be a nucleus and if possible to serve 
as a stimulus to further study on the part of future 
faunists who might gradually fill up the lacunS£ IN©

and make the list uptodate as years pass. If it serves 
that purpose the authors will feel thoroughly satisfied. 


THE COIMBATORE TRACT : The Agricultural 

Research Institute, Coimbatore, is situated on a raised 

1400 feet 

plateau with an elevation/on the eastern side of the 
Western Ghats about 6 to 10 miles from the foot hills and 
spurs of the Vellingiri range. The well-known Palghat 
gap is situated towards the south-west of this area but 
is separated by a low range of spurs from the Western 
Ghats. Towards the north and north-east the country 
is undulating and after gradually inclining to the 
Bhavani valley, %bout 22 miles distant, suddenly rises 
into the overlapping ranges of the Nilgiris which go up 
to an altitude of six to eight thousand feet. The 
twwn of Coimbatore lies about two miles to the east of 
the Institute, and from Coimbatore the country slopes - 
gradually towards the Cauvery and the Amravari valleys 
on the east and south-east. The tract is thus a border 
area connecting a the narrow coastal plains of Malabar on 
the west, the gradually rising plateau of the Nilgiris 
and the Deccan on the north and north-east, and the 
undulating plains of the Salem, Trichinopoly and Madura 


in the north-east, east and south-east, 
this area, therefore, is likely to include

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some interesting representatives of these different areas, 
those of the Coast, of the Hills and of the Eastern 
plains; and as such must present some consideraole 
interest from an ecological point of view. The average 
annual rainfall of the tract ranges from 20—25 inches, 
the greater portion of the rain being received during 
the north-east monsoon during the months - October to 
January. The climate of the place is comparatively 
better than many towns in the plains, and the average 
mean temperature ranges between 80° and 96? the atmos¬ 
phere is generally dry for the greater part of the year. 

The area in which the collection of the 
insects in the following ins lists has been made lies 
for the most part within a radius of not more than 25 
miles around the Coimbatore Agricultural Station. 

The authors are greatly indebted to the 
varioustepecialists in India and abroad who have helped 
to get many of the inserts in the list identified,and 
their thanks are especially due to the Imperial Institute 
of Entomology, London, in this direction.
